Bu t the g reatest factor for 
han dlin g the crowds an d keepin g them 
ou t of harm's way , are the Speedway 
Gu ards, a reg imen t of train ed soldiers 
u n der the comman d of Gapt.

Crown Seekers In Tw o Classes, F irst 
H av ing W eird N am es and U nassail­ 
able Ancestry and Second Being Sons 
o f Reigning Sov ereigns, Respectable 
and Dull— H arald Most Likely . 


Tumultuous Albania is suffering from 
a plague of pretenders. That any man 
should want to reign In Albania Is a 
puzzle in itself; but, in fact, there are 
about ten Europeans with "legitimate. 
Indefeasible" claims to be Albania’s 
rightful king, in addition to which there 
are about ten persons more who hav e 
no claims, but hav e v ery much better 
prospects. 
The second class consists of princely 
y ounger sons of reigning sov ereigns, 
all of them resjiectable, talented and 
dull, with nothing at all in common 
with Albania. 
The first class consists 
of hitherto obscure but picturesq ue per­ 
sonages with weird names and secular 
pedigrees, who all swear they are de­ 
scended from some j)rince, brigand or 
patriot in Albania’s bloody p ast 
The most likely of the uninteresting 
respectable candidates is Prince Har­ 
ald, y ounger brother of King Christian 
of Denmark. 
Harald is a brother of 
another brand new sov ereign. King 
Haakon of Norway , and he is married 
to a princess of Sehieswig-nolstein. He 
is a brother-in-law of August Wilhelm, 
the kaiser’s third son. 


In Picturesq ue Class. 
The most interesting of the pictur­ 
esq ue class of candidates are the de­ 
scendants of Skanderbeg. George Cas- 
triot or Skanderheg was Albania’s fif 
teenth century ruler and defender. Un­ 
til a few y ears ago no one knew that 
he had left any descendants. 
But now 
that the Albanian q uestion has grown 
acute descendants hav e sprung up in 
thick crops. 
The most activ e is Prince Juan Ala- 
dro Kastriota, a black ey ed, good look­ 
ing Spaniard, a genuine aristocrat, who 
once represented Spain at The Hague. 
Prince Juan first preferred his claims 
to the Albanian throne in 1902. 
He 
prov ed that he is descended from Skan- 
derbeg’s daughter. He let fly batches 
of proclamations at the Albanians, beg­ 
ging them to foster their nativ e culture 
(which they hav en’t got) and not to 
worry 
about 
religion 
(Which 
they 
don’t). In those day s an Albanian com­ 
mittee was sitting in Borne pretending 
to run Albanian interests, l ut in reali­ 
ty running Italian. 
The committee 
adopted Prince Juan as rightful claim­ 
ant 
to 
Albania’s 
then 
nonex istent 
throne. 
Last Nov ember, 
whei* th ? Turks 
were beaten and it became plain that 
Albania wanted a king, tb*? Albanians 
said what a nice thing it Is to hav e a 
man who is descended frcrrn Skander- 
beg’s daughter. 
But at this moment 
there arose two gentleme'i from Na­ 
ples who poured cold w fter on the 
Prince Juan enthusiasm fry announc­ 
ing that they are descended from Skan- 
derbeg’s son. 
Hav e Strongest CL’im. 
On the legitimist principle these two 
Neapolitans hav e the strongest claim 
to the Albanian throne. They are Gio­ 
v anni Castriota Skanderbrg. marq uis 
of Auletta. aud his eous'n. Filippo. 
Baron di Fossaceca. 
Whi*?h has the 
best right is doubtful. 
B'>th are de­ 
scendants 
of 
Ferdinands Castriota 
Skanderbeg. whom a wbo’e mass of 
historical ev idence and*family records 
brings back to the great Skanderbeg. 
The two cousins Skanderbeg hav e is­ 
sued a statem ent proclaiming they are 
the rightful heirs. 
They declare they 
are too sure of their position to push 
their claims, but that the* also do not 
intend to renounce them. 
They add 
th at Prince Juan Aladro Kastriota, the 
Spanish grandee, has no claims at all. 
Nex t in importance to the Skander­ 
beg posterity come v arious claimants 
from the families^- of Paieologi and 
Ghika. 
The Ghikas are a Roumanian 
family of Albanian origin which ruled 
on the Danube for many y ears.

SPAIN EXPERIENCING 
GENERAL UNEASINESS 


Widespread Fear for the Safely 


of the King. 


Madrid, May 7.—As he made his de­ 
parture for Paris, King Alfonso re­ 
ceiv ed 
the 
greatest 
send-off 
ev er 
known. Public opinion has been deep­ 
ly stirred ov er the recent attem pt on 
his life and the reports of plots against 
him and the great precautions that 
hav e been taken in France to protect 
against anarchists. 
Great crowds watched the departure 
of the king and his suite here and ac­ 
claimed him with unsurpassed enthu­ 
siasm. 
There were similar enthusias 
tic crowds at Valladolid, Burgos and 
Victoria. 
They inv aded the railroad 
stations and thronged about the train, 
which made it difficult for the gen­ 
darmes to clear the track. 
There is a liv ely newspaper discus­ 
sion as to the reason for the present 
French v isit. 
Premier Romanones in­ 
sists that it is merely a courtesy call, 
but the idea prev ails that it is con­ 
nected with Spain’s entry into one of 
the European alliances, especially in 
v iew of the greatly increased arm a­ 
ment which is proposed in this y ear’s 
budget. 
The fact that the v isit coin­ 
cides with the delicate situation of 
European relations is thought also to 
he significant.

M onths In Cold Storage— Fowl Should 
Be Starv ed T w enty -fou r H ours Be­ 
fore Being Killed. 


Is the freshness of fin egg a q uestion 
of psy chology ? 
Is a chicken better food when 
it ha s 
been kept a y ear or two after being 
killed and dressed than when It 
is 
freshly killed? 
Both these q uestions were answered 
absolutely in the affirmativ e by ex perts 
testify ing recently 
before the 
jo int 
committee of the council and the ho use 
of delegates that is inv estigating 
the 
cost of liv ing at S t Louis. 
Roy all H. Switzler, S t Louis fo o d 
ex pert, put under oath, as were all wit­ 
nesses, told that the q uestion of the 
fressness of an egg was largely & 
m atter of psy chology and that the 
greatest ex [>ert liv ing couI<I not tell 
the difference between an egg in cold 
storage nine months and one of the 
kind 
commonly 
denominated 
fresh 
which reach tlie retail m arket a lmo st 
directly from the farmer. 
Fresh Chicken D angerous. 
Miss N. E Pennington, chief of 
the 
food research laboratory of the Unit­ 
ed States department of agriculture a t 
Philadelphia, testified that a chicken 
which had been killed the day before 
was dangerous to eat. 
She said she 
would absolutely refuse to eat a fresh­ 
ly killed bird. 
The ideal chicken, she 
said, was one that had been held in 
storage nine months or a y ear. 
When 
one had been kept two y ears in stor­ 
age. she said, it began to lose its flav or. 
Miss Pennington was on the witness 
stand nearly two hours. She had stop­ 
ped in St. Louis to address a conv en­ 
tion of shippers and was persuaded 
to appear before the cost of liv ing in­ 
v estigators 
"One of the chief elements in the 
high cost of liv ing problem," begun 
Miss 
Pennington, 
"is the frightful 
amount of waste. 
The money v alue 
of eggs In the United States each 
y e a r 
Is $500.000,000. Of this 10 per cent, or 
$50,000.000, is dead loss because of 
waste In m arketing the eggs. 
Some­ 
where between the hen and the con­ 
sumer $50.000.000 worth of eggs 
hav e 
gone to nothing. 
"The poultry products of the coun­ 
try amount each y ear to $250.000,00<X 
and again there is a 10 per cent loss, 
or one amounting to $25.000,000” 
Not Enough Cold Storage. 
"So." interrupted 
Delegate Scully , 
"we sav e 9 0 per cent in spite of cold 
storage?" 
"In spite of it it? Why , my dear sir, 
we hav en’t nearly enough of i t 
The 
waste commences, and by far the 
greater part of it dev elops on the 
farm ,” retorted Miss Pennington. 
"The farm er doesn’t gather his eggs 
q uickly enough. 
He lets them prosper 
in the incubator of the summer sun. 
Then they go to the storekeeper, where 
they are held for a time in a warm 
room. 
Afterward a great q uantity of 
our eggs is shipped in nonrefrigerated 
box cars that are ex cellent incubators, 
in tLie course of three or four weeks 
this alleged ’fresh egg* reaches the city 
market. 
"It is the good cold storage eggs 
a nd 
poultry that Missouri, and adjoining 
states send out to east and west coasts. 
The poor fresh product y ou keep a t 
home. 
And may be one reason there 
is 
so much complaint here is because y o u 
get so little of the cold storage food. 
"To get a fresh egg or a good chick­ 
en out of cold* storage it must hav e 
been a fresh egg or a good chicken 
when It went into storage. 


How to Kill Chickens. 
"To begin with, there are few 
who 
kill their chickens in the right way . 
Here is the proper way to commence. 
Starv e the chicken for twenty -four 
hours, so that the intestines will 
ha v e 
collapsed and it will be easy to get the 
blood out. 
Don’t cut off the chicken’s 
head, but stun it, and sev er the jug u­ 
la r v ein. 
"If y ou cut off the chicken’s hea d 
y o u cut other arteries an<f v eins be­ 
sides the jugular one, and the 
chicken 
ca nno t bleed properly . Pick the fea th­ 
ers dry . 
Keep the chicken in a tem­ 
pera ture o f 3 2 degrees fo r ten da y s 
a nd ship it to m arket in a refrig era ted 
ca r.” 
"Ho w lo ng ,” a sked Dr. Ra nda ll, "ca n 
a chicken be kept in co ld sto ra g e a ud 
be g o o d? ” 
"Well, nine mo nths o r a y ea r is a 
g o o d perio d.” a nswered Miss Penning ­ 
to n. "But I sho uld sa y tha t a chicken 
two y ea rs o ld in sto ra g e wo uld beg in 
to lo se fla v o r.”

In Chicag o , where the Republicans 
beat the “pro g ressives” nearly three 
to o ne at the recent municipal elec­ 
tio n, in which the Chicag o Tribune, 
Chicag o Po st and o ther “pro g res­ 
sive” o rgans drew the 
party line, 
Taft g o t 7 8 ,8 7 5 vo tes last fall as 
ag ainst 16 6 ,06 1 fo r Ro o sevelt. 
Peo ­ 
ria, which elected a Republican may­ 
o r the o ther day, cast 9 ,229 vo tes fo r 
Ro o sevelt last fall and 
2,59 4 fo r 
Taft. In St. Lo uis the “pro g ressive” 
vo te shrunk fro m 24,7 46 last fall to 
less than 5.000 at the recent munici­ 
pal electio n, altho ug h Co lo nel Ro o se­ 
velt wro te a letter appealing fo r the 
defeat o f the Republican candidate 
fo r mayo r, who m lie accused o f be­ 
traying him because, as a Ro o sevelt 
deleg ate to the Chicag o co nventio n, 
he declined to participate in a bo lt. ' 
The bull mo o se party seems to bear

Fif­ 
ty years o f ro ad building in France, 
fro m 17 40 to 17 9 0, when the several 
Lo uis built 15,000. miles o f military 
hig hways, bro ug ht the peo ple o f the 
French pro vinces into 
such 
clo se 
to uch with each o ther that the French 
Revo lutio n became po ssible. 
When 
Napo leo n later extended and perfect­ 
ed the system he dug the g rave o f 
mo narchy in France, and made its 
g o vernment “o f the peo ple, by the 
peo ple, fo r the peo ple.” 
So to day 
France stands first o f all the natio ns 
o f the earth in the wealth per cap­ 
ita o f its peo ple and in the g eneral 
distributio n o f tlie land. 


Fro m tlie way Co ng ressman Sisso n 
feels abo ut the imminence o f a Jap 
war, it wo uld seem g o o d judg ment fo r 
him to put his sho o ting iro ns under 
his pillo w. 


These yello w 
newspaper edito rs 
who are urg ing o n war with Japan

in the war department.

Co ntinued fro m Page 1 
refuse and filth o f vario us kinds hav­ 
ing been allo wed to accumulate and 


remain lo ng eno ug h to pro duce co n­ 
ditio ns that frere unhealthful. 
At 
places there were bo xes at the rear 
do o rs which mig ht well be an imped­ 
iment to traffic, as well as unsig htly 
and dang ero us to health. There was 
very co mmo nly fo und such piles o f 
bo xes, waste paper, and rubbish o f 
all kinds, as to no t o nly be unfav­ 
o rable to health, but to very serio us­ 
ly increase the dang er fro m fire. In 
o nly a few7 places wras there manifest 
the pro per desire to keep the prem­ 
ises in healthful and 
presentable 
co nditio n. 
2. Abbatto irs. 
The two abbatto irs which supply 
meat to the Rushville public were al­ 
so visited. 
It was fo und that the 
pro prieto rs were endeavering to keep 
their establishments in g o o d co ndi­ 
tio n, and to supply the peo ple with 
clean and who leso me meat. 
So far 
as co uld be ascertained there w7as no 
reso rt to chemicals in o rder to pre­ 
serve meat unfit fo r co nsumptio n. It 
was felt in o ne case that the prem­ 
ises mig ht be kept in mo re sanitary 
co nditio n. 
The bo ne 
pile did no t 
have a sufficient co vering o f lime t<> 
prevent the flies fro m swarming and 
breeding in it ; 
the slmte fo r carry­ 
ing away the o ffal had beco me clo g ­ 
g ed with refuse, and was no t kept as 
clean as sho uld be; 
and there was' 
an accumulatio n o f rubbish abo ut the 
premises that was unsig htly and also 
mo re 01* les^ unwho leso me, 
Tn o ne 
establishment a new’ abbaito ir is in 
pro cess o f co nstructio n, which when 
co mpleted will affo rd almo st ideal 
facilities fo r supplying the public 
with g o o d meat. 
3. 
Dairies. 
\ isits were made to six dairies in 
and near the city. 
In two o f these 
there was fo und the equipment, and 
the facilities fo r handling milk under 
healthful co nditio ns. In three dairy 
barns there were fo und the co ncrete 
flo o rs required by the state bo ard o f 
health ; 
and in two o f these there 
was evident the pro per desire to keep 
them clean and who leso me. 
In so me 
o f tho se no t so equipped 
there was 
manifest a praisewo rthy effo rt to se­ 
cure as sanitary co nditio ns as po s­ 
sible with dirt flo o rs. 
So far as it 
was po ssible to examine the co ndi­ 
tio ns under which milk w7as handled 
and kept,.it was learned that in g en­ 
eral the effo rt was 
being made to 
pro duce clean 
milk. 
In 
so me in­ 
stances, ho wever, it was learned that 
cans and utensils were no t kept as 
clean as sho uld be. 
In almo st every 
instance it was 
fo und 
that g reat 
heaps o f manure were kept adjacent 
to o r quite near, the barn in which 
the co ws were milked: which sho uld 
no t be allo wed to exist. It is but fair, 
ho wrever, that it was claimed thut 
this is no t the rule; that the recent 
heavy rains had prevented the o rdin­ 
ary dispo sal o f the manure. 
In view 
o f the fact that milk is the mo st 
easily infected o f all fo o d pro ducts: 
and in view o f the fact that it is the 
co mmo n fo o d o f children, invalids 
.and tho se who are least able to re­ 
sist disease: it wo uld seem that to o 
g reat care can no t be taken in main­ 
taining tho se co nditio ns 
in wdiich 
milk can be handled as it sho uld be. 
And since who are making every ef­ 
fo rt to supppy the public with clean 
and who leso me milk must co mpete in 
the o pen market w’ith tho se w’ho do 
no t take pro per precautio ns, and are 
handicapped because o f the g reater 
expense entailed in maintaining the 
pro per co nditio ns, it wo uld seem no t 
o nly fair to the pro ducer, but wise 
fo r public welfare fo r such steps to 
be taken, either by publicity, o r by 
frequent inspectio n, o r o ther such 
means as yo u may deem wise, to 
enco urag e the pro ductio n o f g o o d 
milk. 
4. Ho using Co nditio ns. 
A visit thro ug h the vario us parts 
o f the city fully sustains the claim 
that 
Rushville is a beautiful and 
healthful co mmunity. 
The appear­ 
ance and co nditio n o f a very co n­ 
siderable part o f the city sho ws that 
the citizens take a laudable pride in 
their ho mes and surro unding s. Yet it 
must be admitted that there are so me 
places which are truly slums as any 
place o f the kind to be fo und in any 
city o f the state. 
Of a few ho uses 
in o ur midst Dr. Owen said that co n­ 
ditio ns were fully as bad as anything 


to be fo und in the no to rio us suburb 
o f Terr© Haute— Taylo rville. 
Such 
ho uses are a menace to the health, 
no t o nly o f the peo ple who inhabit 
them, but the who le co mmunity. 
The respo nsibility fo r the bad co n­ 
ditio ns is no t always easy to arrive 
at. In so me places, w’here the ho use 
itself is no t o f necessity insanitary, 
the fault is pro bably the shiftless­ 
ness and unclean habits o f the ten­ 
ants. 
In o ther cases the 
ho uses 
themselves are 
so faulty 
that it 
w’o uld be 
difficult fo r 
tenants to 
maintain pro per co nditio ns; if they 
tried. 
One o f the wro ng co nditio ns 
was due to the emptying o f wasli 
wrater and o ther slo ps into the yard 
at the back do o r. Ano ther very co m­ 
mo n dang er was the clo se pro ximity 
o f privy vaults to the ho use. It was 
fo und quite 
g enerally 
that these 
vaults were o pen, and no effo rt made 
to prevent flies fro m breeding . 
In 
fact, witho ut having made a careful 
survey o f the who le to wn with this 
in mind, it seems quite pro bable that 
the unpro tected vault is quite g ener­ 
al. 
In o ne ¿lo use visited there was 


110 clo set whatever. 
Questio ns re­ 
vealed the fact that a vessel was 
used, which when full was taken o ut’ 
and buried. 
In the 
same ho use 
chickens were kept under an addit­ 
io n immediately adjo ining the ho dse, 
and came up thro ug h bro ken bo ards 
in the flo o r until the flo o r was deep­ 
ly incrusted with 
their dro pping s. 
Here was fo und a pump to a well 
lying belo w all this filth, the o nly 
water supply o f the ho me; and the 
visito rs were 
assured that 
it was 
g o o d water. 
Ano ther very g eneral 
dang er was fo und in the numero us 
heaps o f manure. 
It is apparently 
the rule fo r tho se wrho keep ho rses 
o r co ws, in all parts o f the city, to 
pile the manure in heaps o utside the 
barn, unscreened 
and 
unpro tected’ 
fro m the 
Hies. 
In 
view 
o f the 
demo nstrated facts 
that flies find 


Mich heaps an ideal breeding place 
and that flies are -such a menace to 
health, it wo uld seem o nly reaso nable 
to keep such refuse in fly-pro o f bo x­ 
es: o r at least to sprinkle the heaps 
with so me o ne o f the fo rmulas which’ 
at o nce make manure piles safe fro m 
flies and add to its co mmercial value. 
With 
reg ard to 
the 
insanitary 
ho uses it wo uld 
seem that 
so me 
steps sho uld at o nce be taken. 
Re­ 
co g nizing that the pro blem is co m­ 
plex we hesitate to 
make reco m­ 
mendatio ns. Ho wever, it wo uld seem 
that no landlo rd sho uld be permitted 
to rent pro perty witho ut making it 
sanitary. 
There are so me ho uses 
which wre believe sho uld have vo ur 
immediate attentio n. 
In o ur judg ­ 
ment yo ur bo ard sho uld call the a t­ 
tentio n o f 
the o wners to 
existing 
co nditio ns: and if steps are no t at 
o nce taken to remedy matters, yo u 
sho uld co ndemn the pro perty as the 
law directs. 
In so far as co nditio ns* 
are the fault o f the tenants, pro per 
no tice fro m yo u sho uld be g iven to 
co rrect co nditio ns which menace the 
health o f the co mmunity. 
The o ut-do o r clo set, in o ur o pin­ 
io n is at best no t co nducive to pub­ 
lic health; and as they g enerally ex­ 
ist are po sitively dang ero us. 
With 
as g o o d a sewerag e system as Rush­ 
ville affo rd^ it do es no t seem un­ 
reaso nable to say that every ho use 
sho uld be co nnected with the sewer. 
At the very least it sho uld be re­ 
quired to make them fly-pro o f. 
It 
is to be ho ped that the City Co un­ 
cil w ill see fit to enact the pro po sed 
o rdinance requiring vaults, g arbag e 
receptacles, and manure heaps to be 
so pro tected. 


We reco g nize and co mmend the 
o bvio us interest which yo u? bo ard 


takes in the welfare o f the city; and 
reco g nize the limitatio ns under which 
yo u labo r, especially the lack o f a 
stro ng public sentiment which wo uld 
suppo rt yo u in every step which yo u 
see to be fo r the g eneral g o o d. 
We 
desire to g ive yo u all po ssible sup­ 
po rt, and to make as easy as po s­ 
sible yo ur difficult and thankless, but 
exceeding ly impo rtant wo rk. In view 
o f the larg e number o f citizens who 
are do ing what lies in ¿their po wer 
to make 
Rushville an 
even mo re 
I 
* 
beautiful and healthful place, it is 
o ur desire to 
enlist a 
still larg er 
number; and to make even mo re g en­ 
eral that civic pride, aftd that intel­ 
lig ent lo yalty to the public wrelfare 
by means o f wrhich alo ne it will be 
po ssible to make o ur co mmunity all 
that can be desired.
